Perlman feils to disclose or 
anticipate an electronic calendaring system that uses a match server comprising a match engine 
that automatically performs a search jo ffiatcl, calendar .vrnt, of two entities during a specific 
period of time and having specific criteria, requirements, and attributes. 

With regard to claim 23. Perhnan does not disclose any type of ^toosMs^daj^ 
matchina^^^ or calsidarstore as described in the claims of the present invention. T1.e 
calendar store of the presem invention retains the properties and calendar components of a single 
or multiple calendars. The examiner statbs that a calendar store and a match server are used in 
Perlman. However. Perhnan faUs to mention a calendaj^ and cals^dareven^ as a part of the 
search criteria for a match. The use of a calendar is not presem or suggested in Perlman nor is it 
described as provided by the examiner. 

Perlman further fail, to disclose Jhe period of time of an event as a part of the search 
criteria. In the present invention, the period of time is an identifying search criterion. That is 
the entity creating the calendar event specifies when-^ date. time, or time period, for 
exampl^he event will take place for which an activity or similar search request is to take place 
in order to locate a match. For example, a user has free time to play amateur tenms on next 
Thursday fiom 5:00 to 7:00 PM. The present invention includes those matches that include both 
the time (date and time of day) and match Specifics (e.g.. place, competitive level, etc.). On page 
3 Of the rejection, the examiner states that |olumn 11. lines 1 1-43 teaches users may be matched 
together to play a game in real-time. whe|e "in real-time is indicative of a time period." THe 
examiner also states on page 3 that Perlma^ has an embodiment that searches for matches "until 
a specified time out period expires." indicating "a record of a user's evem requirements. . until 
the end of an evem time period," Howev^. the location of a match in Perlman is for an event 
that is to take place currently or in real-tim!e. In the p«sent invention, a calendar event occu«
